The Alberta government hopes to 
turn $700 million in infrastructure 
cash Prime Minister Justin Trudeau 
pledged Wednesday into $1.7 billion 
worth of projects. 

Aileen Machell, spokesperson 
for Infrastructure and Transpor¬ 
tation Minister Brian Mason, said 
the government plans to match 
the federal government’s funding 
contributions with its own. 

Though MacheU wouldn’t reveal 
the province’s complete project list, 
she said it includes flood mitiga¬ 
tion proposals like the Springbank 
off-stream reservoir and protec¬ 
tion of the lower town site in Fort 
McMurray. 

It also includes work on Highway 


63, twinning Highway 19 and up¬ 
grades to Highway 2, as weU as sev¬ 
eral water and wastewater projects. 

But what’s less clear is what Tru¬ 
deau’s announcement will mean for 
Alberta’s cities. 

MacheU said there are projects in 
Edmonton and Calgaiy on Alberta’s 
Ust, but the government didn’t want 
to announce everything on it just yet. 

Bradley Leeman, Edmonton’s dir¬ 
ector of infrastructure and funding 
strategies, said if the city were to re¬ 
ceive any of the funding — thanks 
to the rules around the money—it 
would have to find matching doUars 
in its own budget. 

“We don’t have available fund¬ 
ing. We would have to reallocate 
from already funded project or our 
share would be tax-supported debt,” 
Leeman said. 

Leeman also said the city has ap- 
pUed under a similar program for 
raUway grade separations at 50th and 
75 Street, as weU as upgrades to the 
YeUowhead Freeway, but he doesn’t 
know if those are being considered. 

“We don’t know anything. It 
could veiy well be that the prov¬ 
ince could use it for their own cap¬ 
ital plan.”

Advocates are hopeful Premier 
Rachel Notley’s appointment 
of two pregnant women to 
her cabinet will inspire more 
women to run for political of¬ 
fice. 

Both Stephanie McLean, the 
new minister of Service Alberta 
and Status of Women, as well 
as Brandy Pa5me, associate min¬ 
ister of health, are expecting 
children. 

McLean is in the last stages 
of pregnancy and expecting 
to deliver her baby any day. 

She is the first pregnant MLA 
in the Alberta legislature’s his¬ 
tory, and said she hopes her 
experience will be a model. 

“1 know that this is definitely 
breaking ground in Alberta and 
I hope that we will be able to 
make some positive statements 
with our actions,” McLean said. 

Lana Cuthbertson, chair¬ 
woman of Equal Voice Alberta 
North, a group working to get 
more women elected, said Mc¬ 
Lean’s and Payne’s appoint¬ 
ments are important symbols 
to women considering running 


for office. 



“We know that the more 
women can see people like 
themselves as politicians, as 
elected officials, as ministers, 
the more they think they might 
be able to do it as well,” she 
said. 

Cuthbertson said managing 
a career in politics and a family 
is a concern the group hears 
from women about and it can 
keep them out of the race. 

“A lot of women have con¬ 
cerns about child care just com¬ 
ing to the events that we 
run, never mind if they 
were elected to office,” 
she said. 

The Alberta legisla- ^ 
ture’s rules don’t cur¬ 
rently offer maternity 
leave and, critically, pun¬ 
ish MLAs who miss more 
than 10 days of a legisla¬ 
tive sitting. 

But McLean said so far 
everyone has been very 
open and accommodating 
to having the rules work 
for her situation. 

“I am confident going 
forward we will be able 
to set some precedent in 
the house that shows it will be 
family-friendly going forward.” 

She said opposition mem¬ 
bers have also been supportive 
so she doesn’t anticipate major 
challenges, but said the hurdles 
will be worked out. 

“Nothing happens quickly; it 
took us 100 years just to have 
a pregnant MLA.”

The Minister of Education says 
a decision by a northern Al¬ 
berta Catholic school board to 
not adopt a key point of the 
gender expression sidelines 
won’t cause a domino effect 
through the province. 

The Grand Prairie Catholic 
School board has announced it 
will not adopt the second point 
written in the sidelines, to 
respect an individual’s right to 
self-identify. 

Advocate Richard Einarson 
said laws like Bill 10 were creat¬ 
ed specifically because multiple 
school boards were challenging 
or refusing to ensure LGBTQ stu¬ 
dents were welcomed, included 
and safe in Alberta schools. 

“This is a human-rights issue 
and the provincial government 
has the right and the duty to cre¬ 
ate these types of guidelines,” 
said Einarson, who is spokesman 
for Safe Schools Alberta. 

Karl Germann, superintend¬ 
ent of Grand Prairie Catholic 
School Division, said the division 
believes that the birth certifi¬ 
cate is the legal document that 
schools should use to assist with 
identification of gender. 

Minister David Eggen said al¬ 
though the deadhne to submit 
a pohcy draft is March 31, there 
will be reviews and follow-ups.

After asking Edmontonians 
what they want in a transit 
system, the city is preparing to 
ask them what they’re willing 
to trade to see their wish list 
come true. 

The city’s ongoing transit 
strategy, the first major system 
review since 1996, is meant 
to set the direction for the 
Edmonton Transit System for 
decades to come. 

Questions like whether all 
neighbourhoods should be 
served equally and whether 
the system should focus on 
more frequent service or get¬ 
ting bus stops close to people 
are ones that will be grappled 
with. 

Project manager Sarah Feld¬ 
man said last year’s sessions 


asked what people wanted, 
while this year’s sessions will 
ask what they are willing to 
sacrifice. 

“Each side has pros and cons 
so when you’re choosing it’s 
important to understand what 
you’re going to lose and what 
you might also gain,” she said. 

Last fall the city held town 
halls, conducted online surveys 
and even had teams out on spe¬ 
cial buses to gather opinions. 
Feldman said want to present 
a balanced case of what dif¬ 
ferent levels of service could 
look like. 

“We don’t want to presup¬ 
pose an outcome or guide 
people in a particular direc¬ 
tion,” she said. 

The second round of consul¬ 
tation will start in April and go 
until June with the city then 
starting work in 2017 on draft¬ 
ing the strategy. 

Feldman said the city delib¬ 
erately wanted to go slowly, so 
they weren’t imposing ideas, 
but really listening. 

“We started off literally with 
a blank slate and leading into 
themes and priorities and then 
getting into tradeoffs.”

Former councillor Amarjeet 
Sohi, who was elected Liber¬ 
al MP last fall, has received a 
$46,000 transition allowance 
for leaving city council — a 
payment that rubs one of his 
ex-colleagues the wrong way 
Sohi was unavailable to com¬ 
ment Thursday, but city clerk 
Linda Sahli confirmed he had 


collected the allowance. She 
said the city’s policies don’t 
make any distinction between 
councillors who leave volun¬ 
tarily or lose a re-election bid. 

“A councillor is entitled to 
receive a transition allowance 
regardless,” she said. 

The allowance is calculated 
based on three weeks pay for 
every year of service, which in 
Sohi’s case adds up to $46,000 
for his eight years on council. 

But Coun. Michael Oshry 
said the payment doesn’t make 


sense. 

“If they choose to leave for 
another political office, they 
shouldn’t be entitled to their 
transition allowance, because 
they’re going to start getting 
paid right away,” he said. 

He said the payment isn’t 
something he expects most 
taxpayers will understand. 

“It doesn’t really pass the 
smell test,” he said. 

Oshry said in this case Sohi’s 
departure is costing the city 
money due to the byelection. 


and had he lost the federal cam¬ 
paign, Sohi could have returned 
to council. 

An independent committee 
sets council pay and benefits, 
including the transition pay¬ 
ments. Oshry said he agrees 
with that pohcy, but this aspect 
might need to change. 

“It’s different than the sal¬ 
aries. The salaries I do think 
you have to keep in an out¬ 
side party.” 

Sahli said the allowance is 
similar to what other cities pay.

Public-policy 
changes needed 
to help address 
factors: Doctor

About 45 per cent of cancer cases 
in Alberta are hnked to known 
and preventable factors, accord¬ 
ing to new statistics from Alberta 
Health Services. 

Unsurprisingly, tobacco tops 
the hst of preventable causes of 
cancer, but a significant num¬ 
ber of cases are also linked to 
unhealthy eating, excess body 
weight, alcohol and a lack of 
exercise. 

“It’s important to recognize 
that no diet or lifestyle can prom¬ 
ise absolute protection from can-

cer,” said Dr. Darren Brenner, an 
AHS epidemiologist and one of 
the leaders of the project. 

“We don’t yet know enough 
to ehminate cancer completely, 
but there are many proven strat¬ 
egies to greatly reduce the risk.” 

The Population Attributable 
Risk study was completed by sci¬ 
entists working with the Alberta 
Cancer Prevention Legacy Fund. 
In order to get their estimates 
they looked at scientific studies 
to determine how strongly the 
factor is hnked to cancer, and 
how prevalent the risk factor 
is in the province. 

The study’s final report says 
the findings just reinforce doc¬ 
tor’s recommendations to eat 
well, exercise, get screened and 
vaccinated and limit exposure 
to UV rays, tobacco and alcohol. 

But Dr. Laura McDougaU, med¬ 
ical and scientific director of the 
Alberta Cancer Prevention Leg¬ 
acy Fund, added that it’s about 
rethinking pubhc pohcy as weh. 

“Preventing cancer requires 
that we work with our com¬ 
munities and work places to 
build social and physical en¬ 
vironments that make it easi¬ 
er to tackle these risk factors,” 
she said. 

While doctors have long 
known about the environmental 
factors that influence cancer, this 
is the first time Alberta statistics 
have been broken down to the 
specific risk factor. The research¬ 
ers have already gotten a grant 
to do a national study. 

The new data has been put on 
a recently-created website where 
Albertans can view a specific 
cancer type and look at the fac¬ 
tors that are hnked to it.

Community organizations met 
with the Edmonton Police Ser¬ 
vice on Thursday to discuss 
how they can collaborate to 
tackle violent radicalization. 

“This is one of those things 
that is being talked about in 
the media all the time ... it’s 
at the forefront of eveiyone’s 
minds,” said Insp. Dan Jones 
with the Edmonton Police Ser¬ 
vice, at a conference organized 
to address the issue. 

“We have a duty to respond 
to the potential for these 
events, and one of the main 
things we’re here for is to get 
the community’s concerns and 


how we can respond better 
to them.” 

Academics, RCMP members 
and NGOs were some of the 
groups that attended the con¬ 


ference to discuss the warning 
signs, meeting the needs of vic¬ 
tims and families, and commun¬ 
ity approaches to combat rad- 
icahzation leading to violence. 


Jones said developing rela¬ 
tionships and building trust 
with various communities in 
Edmonton is the best way to 
prevent problems before they 
happen. 

The Edmonton Police Service 
has been working on creating 
lines of communication with 
professionals, positive influ- 
encers, indigenous elders and 
community leaders, he said. 

“That’s how we change 
lives without tiying to arrest 
our way out of the problem,” 
Jones said. 

He noted in his presentation 
that there are many types of 
radicals, including environ¬ 
mental terrorists and groups 
such as the right-wing Sover¬ 
eign Citizens, who pose threats 
to Alberta. 

“The threat of understand¬ 
ing violent extremism as a 
linear and singular module 

— as an Islamic issue, which 
is overrepresented in research 

— is frustrating, annoying and 
from a police perspective, it’s 
wrong,” Jones said. 


Two people from the Edmonton 
region are facing charges for 
allegedly passing more than 
40 bad cheques throughout 
central Alberta, worth in ex¬ 
cess of $33,000. 

RCMP say they started inves¬ 
tigating last December, when 
three cheques for merchan¬ 
dise worth hundreds of dol¬ 
lars bounced at businesses in 
Vegreville.

For the last eight years, local 
entrepreneur Jeff Baker had 
been thinking about build¬ 
ing a dedicated space to play 
military simulation games in 
Edmonton. 

Last Tuesday, the 29-year- 
old finally made that happen 
by launching Capital Airsoft, 
western Canada’s largest 


indoor airsoft arena. 

“Before, if you wanted to 
play in Edmonton you would 
have to go to a paintball field 
or a private acreage,” Baker 
said. 

“It’s always been the dream 
of anyone who plays here 
to have a dedicated, indoor 
facility made for airsoft. Now 
we have somewhere to play 
throughout the year.” 

Airsoft, a military simula¬ 
tion sport that is similar to 
paintball but uses 6-millimetre 
plastic pellets instead of paint 
pellets, has been growing in 
popularity throughout Canada. 

“Unlike paintball, there’s no 
mess. The BB [pellets] are also 
smaller and lighter, and don’t 
hurt as badly,” Baker said. 

The new 30,000-square-foot 
facility, located in northwest 


Edmonton, includes a field 
for war games and an area for 
target practice. 

There is also a retail show¬ 
room — which Baker claims 
is the largest of its kind in 
Canada — dedicated solely to 
airsoft gear and accessories. 

“Since we opened, a lot of 
people showing interest. We’ve 
been close to capacity almost 
every day,” Baker said. 

Up to 40 people can play 
on the field at any given time. 

The company also offers the 
option to hold corporate team¬ 
building events and birthday 
or bachelor parties. 

“This facility opens up the 
sport to the public. Before, it 
used to be underground, but 
now people who don’t neces¬ 
sarily play it can come in and 
try it out,” Baker said.

“We are mourning the loss 
of an artist who gave voice to 
so many meaningful moments 
in our own personal lives, and 
to generations of people fight¬ 
ing for their gender and sexual 
rights,” said Sullivan. “When 
we reahzed the voice was gone, 
it was only natural that we 
would tiy and hold onto it a 
little longer.” 

Although it might be hard 
to find his newest album, local 


music emporium Record Land 
has many Bowie materials to 
rifle through. 

“We did have a bunch of cop¬ 
ies but they all sold just as they 
came in the door, but we have 
lots of copies of most of his 
records,” said Patrick Witton, 
who works at the store. “Since 
he passed away definitely it’s 
been a major influx of Bowie 
sales, for sure.” 

The libraiy put a staff pick list 
up of Bowie materials available 
to borrow, but soon-after all cop¬ 
ies were snatched up - giving 
you an idea of his popularity.

Many Albertans don’t know that 
a black cowboy first brought 
cattle to southern Alberta and 
helped create the province’s 
ranching industiy. 

It’s just one aspect of Al¬ 
berta’s black heritage a local 
organization hopes to highlight 
through a Jeopardy-style com¬ 
petition for students. 

“That type of history, and 
some of the stories, are not

citizens. 

Like Jeopardy, contestants 
select from categories displayed 
on screens, and then ask the 
right questions based on the 
answers provided to win points. 

Those with the most points 
in their age categoiy will win 
prizes. 

As part of this year’s black 
literature theme, local author 
Tololwa MoUel, whose 17 books 
have been published inter¬ 
nationally, will be at the event. 

“It shows students that you 
can be a black author, live in 
Edmonton and be globally rec¬ 


ognized. That kind of thing in¬ 
spires our kids,” Nsaliwa said. 

Inspiring youth, and con¬ 
necting them to their heritage, 
is the end goal. 

“We want them to feel that, 
T’m a part of this community. 

I’m 
a part of the people who built 
the province and the country,’” 
he said.

Fed funds not enough: Oilpateh 


Prime Minister Justin Trudeau’s 
promises of fast-tracked infra¬ 
structure spending and em¬ 
ployment insurance reform in 
Alberta have received a luke¬ 
warm reception among some 
oilpateh workers. 

“It’s just a drop in the buck¬ 
et of the billions that we’ve 
sent out east,” said pipeline 
contractor Chad Miller, 35, of 
$700 million to come for con¬ 
struction projects and another 
$250 milhon for Alberta from a 
federal fiscal stabihzation fund. 

Miller had been hoping to 
see some help for small-busi¬ 
ness owners and contractors 
and doesn’t see the infrastruc¬ 


ture cash, or the promises of 
El reform, helping him as he 
struggles to find work. 

“I’m a small-business owner., 
I don’t pay into it, so them ex¬ 
tending El benefits is great for 
these employees, they need it, 
but what about the small entre¬ 
preneurs? That’s what Alberta’s 
driving on.” 

Jason Lawrence, 35, a pipefit¬ 
ter from Calgary, said he was 
fiaistrated with Trudeau’s non¬ 
committal answer after being 
asked point-blank about sup¬ 
porting the Energy East pipe¬ 
line. He would have hked to see 
the government take a clear 
stand either way. 


“You can’t please everybody,” 
said Lawrence. “As soon as the 
government can make a deci¬ 
sion, then investors can decide 
what they’re going to do. But 
right now it’s a whole lot of 
living in limbo.” 

He said investor certainty is 
going to help the oil and gas sec¬ 
tor, not infrastructure spending. 

“This isn’t a problem that 
you’re going to solve by throw¬ 
ing money at it. The oilpateh 
has all kinds of money and if 
they were going to invest in 
this industiy, they’d be doing 
it. There’s just not enough in¬ 
vestor confidence right now.”

anything,” said Sam Nels, 
president of Safe Accommo¬ 
dations For Queer Edmonton 


the streets because of family 
conflict. They’re estimated to 
make up anywhere from 25 
to 40 per cent of the approxi¬ 
mately 65,000 homeless youth 
in Canada. 

Yet Nels, a social worker, 
said they’re often reluctant to 
go to shelters, where they may 
face discrimination from other 
residents or may be uncom¬ 
fortable with the way sleep¬ 
ing quarters separate based 
on gender. 

Nels said that despite grow¬ 
ing awareness of gender and 
sexuality issues, many people 
don’t realize the way home¬ 
lessness disproportionately 
affects LGBTQ youth, making 
fundraising a challenge. 

For more than a year, the 
group has been raising money 
for a house with full-time staff. 
Nels estimates they need at

Youth, or SAFQEY. 

The group is holding a com¬ 
edy/drag show this Saturday, 
called Homeless not Hope¬ 
less, and recently launched a 
Goftmdme campaign to raise 
money for a pilot project to 
house homeless youth who 
identify as LGBTQ. 

LGBTQyouth are massively 
overrepresented in the home¬ 
less population, often driven to 


least $100,000 to get started 
and they’re currently at just 
$13,000. 

Last year, Toronto started 
funding shelter beds for LGBTQ 
youth but it is the only city in 
Canada to do so. 

“We are one of the most 
progressive countries in the 
world, and one of the leaders 
on LGBTQ issues, yet for us 
this is still brand new,” he said.

Mayors talk big bucks 

The mayors of Canada's largest cities are in Ottawa to make their 
pitches for federal funding, and this time, the prime minister will hear 
their requests. Metro compiled a list of "The Big Asks" from seven of 
the nation's biggest hubs. Here's what the leaders are looking for 
from the federal government. 



Halifax 

Mayor Mike Savage said 
Thursday he's looking for as 
much money as he can get 
from the federal government 
for infrastructure projects in 
his city. He said there is $2 
billion in work that needs to 
be done over the next two 
decades to bring the city's 
aging water infrastructure 
up to environmental 
standards and to sustain 
the city's growing 
population. 


Ottawa 

Mayor Jim Watson is asking 
the federal government for 
funding for the $3-billion 
Phase 2 of the city's light 
rail transit. Watson noted 
they already have that 
commitment from the 
prime minister. However, 
he is also asking for funding 
for affordable housing, 
and for the feds to cut the 
red tape so municipalities 
can get the infrastructure 
cash quicker. 


Toronto 

Mayor John Tory has 

made it clear he wants 
federal funding to be "fair 
and stable" so cities can 
budget effectively. In terms 
of specifics, he's asking 
the federal government 
to cover one-third of the 
estimated $2.6 billion in 
repair backlog at Toronto 
Community Housing. Tory 
also wants federal cash 
for projects like the city's 
downtown relief line and 
a waterfront LRT. 


Winnipeg 

Mayor Brian Bowman has 

three priorities: transit, 
infrastructure and the 
environment. While he 
wouldn't get into specific 
dollar amounts, Winnipeg 
has several massive projects 
on the horizon, including the 
second phase of a six-phase 
rapid transit system ($590 
million) and preventing 
the city's ancient sewers 
from overflowing into the 
rivers ($1.2 billion). 



Calgary 

Mayor Naheed Nenshi is also 
asking for infrastructure money. He 
wants a block funding setup with 
reporting mechanisms that allow 
cities to use federal money for 
projects right away, such as in the 
area of local affordable housing. He 
also hopes the mayors talk about 
cities' roles in climate change. 


Edmonton 

Mayor Don Iveson is hoping the 
"unprecedented" access that big city 
mayors are getting from the federal 
government this week could mean 
support for social and affordable 
housing, as well as funding for the 
city's LRT. Iveson said over the next 
decade he would like to be able 
to expand light rail transit. 


Vancouver 

Mayor Gregor Robertson plans to 
leverage $250 million worth of city- 
owned land to entice the federal 
government into building new 
affordable housing. He is asking 
the feds for $500 million over five 
years to build 3,500 units of social 
housing on 20 city-owned sites.

Assange asylum to 
end with UN ruling 


UNITED NATIONS 

WikiLeaks chief 
risldng arrest, 
but expects 
to walk free 

WikiLeaks founder Julian As¬ 
sange says he will step out of the 
Ecuadorian embassy in London 
on Friday after more than three 
years of self imposed refuge from 
British authorities. 

The exit is timed to come one 
hour after a UN panel on arbi- 
traiy detention is set to release 
its findings on his case. 

In a statement posted on 
the WikiLeaks Twitter account, 
Assange said he would accept 
arrest if the UN panel ruled 
against him, but expected to 
be allowed to walk free if the 
mhng was in his favour. 

If the UN finds that his con¬ 
finement to the embassy is law¬ 
ful, Assange said, “I shall exit 
the embassy at noon on Friday 
to accept arrest by British pohce 
as there is no meaningful pros¬ 
pect of further appeal. 


“However, should I prevail 
and the state parties be found to 
have acted unlawfully, I expect 
the immediate return (of) my 
passport and the termination 
of further attempts to arrest 
me,” he wrote. 

The Swedish foreign ministiy 
confirmed Thursday that it had 
seen a copy of the panel’s find¬ 
ings and that it had ruled As¬ 
sange’s detention is “arbitraiy.” 

British authorities say their 
operation to arrest Assange 
hasn’t been altered, and “should 
he leave the Embassy (pohce) whl 
make every effort to arrest him.” 

Assange was granted asylum 
by Ecuador and has been hving 
in its embassy in London since 
June 2012, shortly after he lost 
his bid to overturn an extradition 
request from Sweden, where he 
is wanted for questioning about 
an alleged sexual assault. 

While he has no problem fa¬ 
cing those aUegations, Assange’s 
lawyer says he suspects that once 
in Sweden he will be extradited 
agaui to the United States, where 
he is the subject of an espionage 
investigation stemming from 
the thousands of secret govem-

WikiLeaks. 

“International law is quite 
clear that detention is not vol¬ 
untary where one’s only two 
choices are confinement or a 
risk of persecution,” wrote Carey 
Shenkman, a human rights law¬ 
yer who represents Assange in 
the United States. 

“In other words, Mr. Assange’s 
stay in the embassy is coerced 
and cannot be said to be self- 
imposed ... Assange faces a ser¬ 
ious risk of onward extradition 
to the United States, where he 
faces persecution and inhumane 
treatment.”

Petition seeks elephant reloeation 


Perwin Shamsaddeen Ah, a Syr¬ 
ian refugee hving in a tent camp 
in northern Iraq, has been re¬ 
duced to cooking one meal a day 
for her family of four. 

“I cook at 11 o’clock and we 
eat the leftovers in the evening. 
Why? Because we have no more 
food, that’s why,” the 28-year-old 
mother of two said. “Today I gave 
the kids some noodles, that’s ah. 
That’s ah we had.” 

As aid agencies struggle to 
keep pace with the worst refu¬ 
gee crisis siuce the Second World 
War, they have been forced to 


cut back on assistance, includ¬ 
ing food rations. 

A funding shortfah last year 
forced the World Food Program, 
the UN agency responsible for 
feeding the refugees, to cut back. 

Some refugees say the vouch¬ 
ers the WFP uses to provide aid 
exacerbates the problem, since 
it can only be used in the camp’s 
supermarket, where goods are 
more expensive than outside. 

The WFP says its Iraq oper¬ 
ation was 61 per cent under¬ 
funded last year.

Americans watching the 
Super Bowl are fed big-budget, 
celebrity-heavy commercials 
that have become almost as big 
a draw as the game itself, and 
Canadians have been missing 
out — but not for much longer. 

This year could be the last in 
which Canadians are prevented 
from watching American com¬ 
mercials during the big game 
after the CRTC ruled that the 
U.S. ads were an integral part 
of the Super Bowl broadcast. 

The federal regulator or¬ 
dered Bell, which owns the 
exclusive rights to the NFL 
championship through 2019, 
to stop inserting Canadian ads 


for customers watching the 
game on an American channel. 

That means that after the 
new rule comes into effect in 
2017, Canadians who want to 
watch the U.S. ads during the 
Super Bowl can simply switch 
over from CTV to Fox, which 
has the U.S. broadcast rights 
next year. 

Perry MacDonald, who 
heads Bell’s English-language 
TV business, said the CRTC’s 
“arbitraiy” decision makes no 
sense given the importance of 
ad revenues beyond his com¬ 
pany’s bottom line. Bell is chal¬

lenging the decision in the 
Federal Court of Appeal, and 
the NFL has filed a brief sup¬ 
porting the claim. 

MacDonald said many of the 
U.S. ads are available online. He 
said the CRTC’s mling hurts the 
ability of Canadian compan¬ 
ies to reach their market and 
harms Bell’s ability to promote 
Canadian shows. 

Some U.S. ads make their 
way to the Canadian airwaves, 
but most do not. And despite 
the lack of U.S. ads, the game 
remains one of the highest- 
rated TV shows in Canada. 

Broadcasters taking the 
American feeds of events like 
the Academy Awards or shows 
such as Survivor and inserting 
their own commercials, a prac¬ 
tice known as simultaneous 
substitution, has long been a 
part of the Canadian TV land¬ 
scape. 

The practice has generated 
millions for the Canadian TV 
industiy and given Canadian 
advertisers a way to access 
their local market for far less 
than it would cost to run a 
commercial on a U.S. network.

RRSP AND TFSA ACCOUNTS 

Tax bracket, goals key to savings pick 


In a perfect world, people 
would have enough money 
to top up both their RRSP and 
TFSA accounts. But that’s prob¬ 
ably not the case. 

Investment advisers say de¬ 
ciding where to put savings 
depends on what people are 
saving for and where they fall 
within tax brackets. 

Angela Dzinas, regional dir¬ 
ector for Altema Savings in Ot¬ 


tawa, says investors may not 
know their exact marginal tax 
rate, but they need to under¬ 
stand where they are today 
and where they expect to be 
in the future. 

“RRSPs tend to be beneficial 
in your peak earning years, es¬ 
pecially if you believe at retire¬ 
ment your income will come 
down so that you’ll be in a 
lower tax bracket,” she said. 


When people put money 
into an RRSP account they are 
able to deduct their contri¬ 
butions from their income, a 
move that allows them to defer 
the tax they would otherwise 
have to pay. When retirees start 
withdrawing their nest egg, 
the money is taxed as income. 

In contrast, when money 
is put into a TFSA, there’s no 
deduction on an income-tax 


return. But when the money 
is withdrawn, any investment 
gains that may have been 
earned are tax-free. 

For those in the lowest tax 
bracket, contributing to an 
RRSP may offer little advan¬ 
tage over a TFSA. 

RRSPs are designed to help 
save for retirement. But TFSAs 
can be used for anything.

Vahzadeh cancelled the 
event, citing, what else, safety 
concerns. 

The question now is; should 
eveiyone have made such a 
fuss? Were the planned pro¬ 
tests and protestations of high 
dudgeon reahy necessaiy? Or 
should we have concluded, 
as columnist Charlotte Lyt- 
ton did in the U.K.’s the Daily 
Telegraph this week, that Vah- 
zadeh’s ideas are “so absurd. 


so pointless and idiotic, that 
taking them as a joke often 
seems hke the only appropri¬ 
ate response.” 

The answer is no. It may al¬ 
ways be cooler to sit back and 
laugh, but even if Vahzadeh is 
the satirist he claims to be and 
the entire ROK website is a 
trolling project of Sacha Baron 
Cohen proportion, we should 
be proud and not embarrassed 
that our leaders reacted so 
swiftly to condemn what is a 
poisonous ideology. 

Misogyny, the hatred of 
women, is a word that gets 
thrown around a lot these 
days. It’s used with a some¬ 
times alarming lack of selec¬ 
tivity to describe a gamut of 
chauvinist-piggishness: from 
the music videos of Robin 
Thicke, to groping on Mad 
Men, to men sitting wide¬ 
legged on the subway. It has 
replaced sexism as the go¬ 
to term for discrimination 
against women. 

Overuse and misuse of the 
term has muddied its mean¬ 
ing. But Roosh V is the real 
thing. He and his followers 
(who, by the way, have com¬ 
piled a list on their website of 
female journalists whose work 
they find offensive, on which I 
assume I will soon appear), are 
not just harmless sad sacks, 
hke the Men’s Rights activists 
who came to hear Fiamengo 
speak at U of T. They’re not 
just lonely and pathetic. These 
guys are Stone Age and scaiy. 
They’re misogynists. So is 
their fearless leader. And they 
should aU be dealt with as 
such.

High Hollywood

Soap operas have cliffhang- 
ers. Apparently, so do sexual- 
assault trials. Yesterday, the 
Jian Ghomeshi trial saw testi¬ 
mony from former Trailer Park 
Boys actor Lucy DeCoutere. It 
was, as DeCoutere put it, "the¬ 
atre at its best." 

Never more so than when 
Ghomeshi's lawyer, Marie 
Henein, drew the entire court 
to the brink of what she im¬ 
plied would be a major revela¬ 
tion, and then abruptly cut her 
questioning for the day. 

She had pressed De¬ 
Coutere, who alleges one 
count of sexual assault and 
one of choking, about why 
she disclosed new emails on 
Tuesday evening, hours after 
the trial's first witness saw sur¬ 
prise email evidence in cross- 
examination. 

"I'm going to suggest that 
after 16 months and 19 inter¬ 
views in the media, and four 
press releases, and press re¬ 
leases by your lawyer on the 
eve of this trial, the very first 
time that this call gets made 
is when you know defence 
might have some of those 
emails," Henein charged. 

DeCoutere said it only be¬ 
came clear Tuesday the infor¬ 
mation would be "critical." 

With gravitas Henein asked 
one final time: "Do you want 
to tell his Honour the real con¬ 
versation that was going on?" 

"I'm not sure what you 
mean," DeCoutere said. 

Henein then told the judge 
she'd like to end here — leav- 
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ing the gallery agape, and De¬ 
Coutere in limbo. 

Before facing Henein, De¬ 
Coutere commanded her own 
drama as she described how 
she "normalized" her relation¬ 
ship with Ghomeshi after 
she says he choked her and 
slapped her three times in To¬ 
ronto in 2003. 

It was a feminine cliche 
that stirred the emotions of 
women observers, who saw 
themselves in her: keen to 
please and to question them¬ 
selves, afraid to offend. 

DeCoutere said she didn't 
know how to react because 
she'd "never had an adult hit 
me before." She decided to 
stay at Ghomeshi's so that 
"whatever it was that inspired 
him to hit me would fade out." 
She kissed Ghomeshi on the 
couch, and then spent the 
weekend seeing him socially. 
She even sent flowers when 
she got home to Halifax. 

Calling her own behaviour 
"outrageous" and "ludicrous," 
she said it was nonetheless 
authentic. She wanted to get 
over what happened; she 
wanted to "kill it," even after, 
at the Gemini awards, Ghome¬ 
shi allegedly cupped his hand 
around her throat "to remind 
me he choked me." 

Any woman could sympa¬ 
thize with this desire to pla¬ 
cate, this urge to self-blame. 
And it will carry its own power, 
despite Henein's dramatic 
twist. Today, we'll find out if 
that cliffhanger was earned.

The Coen Brothers have spent 
most of their careers as critical 
darlings, favourites of people like 
me who love the ofld)eat sens- 
ibihty they bring to their films. 

Their classic work, which 
includes 0 Brother Where Art 
Thou, Barton Fink and of course, 
the Oscar-winning Fargo, dates 
back to the early ’80s with their 


breathtaking debut Blood Simple. 

The Coens made their name 
mixing ofi-thewaU comedy with 
crime stories. Raising Arizona 
redefined quirky and The Big 
Lebowski is a cult classic. 

The sibling directors set their 
new film Hail, Caesar! in a fic¬ 
tional movie studio called Cap¬ 
itol Pictures but populated the 
stoiy with characters ripped from 
Hollywood histoiy. 

Josh Brolin plays Eddie Man- 
nix, Metro-Goldw 5 m-Mayer’s 
legendaiy producer and “fixer.” 
During Tinseltown’s Golden Age, 
Mannix solved star’s problems, 
allegedly using his influence to 
keep some of the most notori¬ 
ous crimes and scandals on the 
lAPD blotter under wraps. 

The Coens don’t hit a home 


run every time — their roman¬ 
tic comedy Intolerable Cruelty 
lacked both romance and com¬ 
edy and The Ladykillers was an 
ill-advised remake of an Ealing 
Studios classic—but their genre¬ 
jumping resume contains many 
marvellous films that are as var¬ 
ied as they are entertaining. 

Here are three of their mov¬ 
ies that translate easily from the 
arthouse to your house. 


No Country for Old Men 

The Coens Ikithfrilly adapted Cor- 
mac McCarthy’s novel, keeping 
the dark humour, unbearable 
suspense and high body count, 
while at the same time tightening 
up their notoriously loose narra¬ 
tive style. 

This is muscular filmmaking, 
highly structured but not predict¬ 
able; it’s well paced and suspense¬ 
ful. It’s one of their best films. 


A Serious Man 

Though billed as a comedy, this 
may be the bleakest film from 
the Coen Brothers — and these 
are the same guys who stuffed 
someone into a wood chipper 
in Fargo. 

The story of a man who 
thought he (fid eveiything right, 
only to be jabbed in the eye by 
the fickle finger of fate is a tragic 
comedy that shows how ruthless 
real fife can be. 

Set in 1967 Minnesota A Ser¬ 
ious Man is apparently a thinly 
veiled look at the early fife of 
the Coens, and if this is true, 
they deserve the designation of 
tortmed artists. 

This film is darkly brilliant 
and funny, but a celebration of 
fife it ain’t. 


Inside Llewyn Davis 

This one is a fictional look at the 
vibrant ’60s Greenwich Village 
folk scene. Imagine the cover 
of The Freewheelin’ Bob Dylan 
come to life and you’ll get the 
idea. 

More a character study than 
a traditional narrative, Oscar- 
nominated Inside Llewyn Davis 
fives up to its name by painting 
a vivid portrait of its main char¬ 
acter, played by Star Wars’ star 
Oscar Isaac. 

It gives us an under-the-covers 
look at the struggles and naked 
ambition it takes to get noticed. 

Once you get inside Llewyn’s 
head you probably won’t want to 
hang out with the guy in real life, 
but you won’t regret spending 
two cinematic hours with him. 
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HAIL, CAESAR! SPOT THE MOVIE REFERENCES 

Joel and Ethan Coen aren't afraid to pay direct honnage — O Brother, Where Art 
Thou? merrily riffed on Homer's The Odyssey and The Big Lebowski is a Stoner's take 
on Raymond Chandler's crime fiction. Their new Old Hollywood satire Hail, Caesar! 
is chock-full of cinematic allusions, many of them obvious MGM classics but others 
merely implied.

O Ben-Hur 

(1959) 

This MGM sword-and- 
sandals epic, starring 
Charlton Heston as a 
Jewish prince betrayed 
and enslaved by a 
Roman friend, is the big¬ 
gest influence of all on 
Hail, Caesar!, the in-pro¬ 
duction movie within the 
movie. It gives the Coens 
film its ancient Rome set 
pieces and its celebrity 
kidnapping main narra¬ 
tive, with George Cloon¬ 
ey playing duped doofus 
superstar Baird Whitlock.

Rising star Alden Ehrenreich 
plays singing cowboy Hobie 
Doyle in Hail, Caesar! much 
like Gene Autry, the crooning 
cowpoke who could shoot his 
six-gun as easily as serenade 
his sweetheart. Any of Autry's 
films might have inspired the 
Coens, but the most likely is 
Tumbling Tumbleweeds, which 
has a title tune by the Sons of 
the Pioneers that the broth¬ 
ers used in The Big Lebowski.

Nicholas Sparks has quite lit¬ 
erally mastered the art of the 
love stoiy. 

Not only have the Amer¬ 
ican romance novelist’s books 
sold over 100 million copies 
globally, but 11 of them have 
been turned into successful 
Hollywood hits — including 
the classic drama The Note¬ 
book and last year’s The Long¬ 
est Ride. With the release of 
his latest passion project The 
Choice now hitting theatres, 
we quizzed the wordsmith on 
his command of the courtship. 

The obstacles of romance 

Having penned nearly 20 hit 
novels. Sparks insists the key 
to a good love stoiy lies in lay¬ 
ing down a few roadblocks. 
In The Choice, veterinarian 
Travis is convinced a serious 
affair with neighbor Gabby 
would only cramp his bach¬ 
elor lifestyle. 

“Conflict is key to any stoiy,” 
insists Sparks. “Something’s 


got to hold the characters apart 
so that they can overcome that. 
That’s part and parcel with any 
love story. I certainly didn’t 
(create) this — Shakespeare 
did it, the Greeks did it.” 

Write what you know 

The author insists that his 
ideas start close to home; that 
his “inspiration always starts 
veiy small.” In the case of The 
Choice, Travis is even loosely 
based on Sparks’s own brother. 

“My brother was a great 
bachelor for many years,” ad¬ 
mits Sparks. “It’s just someone 
veiy comfortable being single 
and comfortable doing what 
he likes to do (and I thought) 
what kind of person would it 
take to win a heart like that.” 

The gift of trust 

When Nicholas Sparks hands 
over one of his hit novels to a 
Hollywood screenwriter, he’s 
happy to relinquish some cre¬ 
ative control. But the author 
does lay some ground rules. 

“They’re very simple — re¬ 
tain the spirit and the intent 
of the characters. For instance, 
lets not make a character a pot¬ 
smoking alcoholic just because 
you think it would be more 
interesting,” said Sparks. “I 
understand that they’re veiy 
different mediums — a novel 
is a stoiy told with words and 
a film is a story told with pic¬ 
tures — so I don’t worry about 
small changes.” 


TRUESTORY 

Fahmy memoir to be turned into film 


The publisher of Mohamed 
Fahmy’s upcoming memoir 
says a British company will 
develop the book as a feature 
film. 

Penguin Random House 
Canada says Fahmy’s mem¬ 
oir The Marriott Cell will tell 
the story of how he and two 
colleagues of A1 Jazeera Eng¬ 
lish were imprisoned in Eg 5 q)t, 
and their battle for freedom. 

The book is described as 
a political thriller that cov¬ 


ers the arrest, trial and in¬ 
carceration of bureau chief 
Fahmy, Australian correspond¬ 
ent Peter Greste and Egyptian 
producer Baber Mohamed in 
2013. 

Fahmy and Baher Mohamed 
were pardoned last September. 
Greste had previously been 
deported. 

Fahmy’s memoir is to be 
published in October and the 
publisher says The Develop¬ 
ment Partnership will turn 


it into a film. 

“A feature is going to al¬ 
low us to relive and dramat¬ 
ically portray what no news 
reel grasped; one’s inner 
voice caught in an emotional 
struggle between lawlessness, 
failed corporate decisions, and 
bureaucratic red tape that left 
us in a vicious Kafkaesque 
black hole fighting for our 
lives and that bigger cause of 
press freedom,” said Fahmy in 
a statement, the Canadian press

developed by 
teammates 
over beers 

Letterkenny may be the most 
Canadian TV comedy ever 
made. Premiering Super Bowl 
Sunday on CraveTV and com¬ 
ing to The Comedy Network, 
the series was conceived by a 
bunch of guys who play hockey 
together. 

It all began after a game, 
over beers. That one of those 
guys happens to be Jared Keeso 
helped. Keeso is one of the stars 
of Bravo’s 19-2, the Montreal- 
based cop series entering a 
third season. He also played a 
young Don Cheriy in a couple 
of CBC TV-movies about the 
colourful Coach’s Corner star. 

The Canadian Screen Award 
winner is originally from Lis- 
towel, a farming town of about 


7,000 residents in southwestern 
Ontario. Letterkenny (a name 
plucked from a map of Ireland) 
is basically Listowel cranked 
up a notch. 

Keeso was having beers with 
his buddy Nathan Dales after a 
game in their Vancouver rec¬ 
reational league. They bonded 
over their love of the Calgary 
Flames. Keeso and Dales even¬ 
tually started working on sev¬ 
eral web series ideas, short 
comedy sketches goofing on 
sports fans. 

“We were riflin’ on text mes¬ 
sages based on that Flames 
thing,” says Dales. “Things just 
started snowballing.” 

Videos were posted on You¬ 
Tube, but it wasn’t until Keeso 
suggested another idea — based 
on the pecuhar way he and his 
buddies would speak back in 
Listowel — that things really 
started taking off. 

Their Letterkeimy Problems 
YouTube videos soon had more 
than 10 million views. 


The web videos show Keeso 
and Dales basically mouthing 
off as characters Wayne and 
Daiyl. It’s all based on “chirp¬ 
ing,” the deadpan put-downs 
dudes from small-town south¬ 
western Ontario string togeth¬ 
er. These zingers are part of 
their farmland DNA. 

One of the less profane ex¬ 
amples: “Buddy, you’re softer 
than a Tootsie Roll fruit cup.” 

Keeso says it was the lan¬ 
guage of his youth. “You’ve 
heard that dude who talks like 
that for some reason,” he says. 
“His sister doesn’t talk like that. 
His mom doesn’t talk hke that. 
Maybe his dad does.” 

When Keeso started hearing 
hockey buddies in Vancouver 
chirping the same way, he real¬ 
ized the language may be uni¬ 
versal. Through Facebook and 
Twitter, he started receiving 
messages from fans in North 
Dakota and Minnesota saying, 
“This could be here.” 


Keeso started keeping his 
iPhone handy to record kooky 
phrases. “I take gems from just 
about everywhere,” he says. 
“The thing about small-town 
charm is people don’t know 
how much gold they’re pack¬ 
ing there. People just toss out 
things (that) take me to my 
knees sometimes.” 

The large number of You¬ 
Tube hits for Letterkenny Prob¬ 
lems drew interest from TV pro¬ 
duction companies. Some big 
players were in the hunt, but 
after a conversation with co¬ 
founders Mark Montefiore and 
Patrick O’Sullivan, Keeso and 
Dales settled on newly formed 
New Metric Media. 

“I grew up in St. Catharines 
(Ont.) and can name 10 of my 
friends Wa 3 me and Daiyl,” says 
Montefiore. 

The producers took the idea 
to three broadcasters and had 
three offers. Hav¬ 


ing a web series that “decision¬ 
makers can look to or get in¬ 
spired by” really helped, says 
Montefiore. “It doesn’t seal the 
deal, but it makes it easier for 
conversation purposes.” 

The immediate challenge 
was turning four- or five-minute 
webisodes into half-hour TV 
comedies. Montreal-born writ¬ 
er-director Jacob Tierney — 
another hockey player — was 
brought in to flesh out scripts. 

Keeso insists story arcs and 
character development “just 
gives me a headache.” The pro¬ 
ducers say he is being modest. 
“Jared had put together a httle 
pitch doc that outlines what 
the characters and the world 
might be,” says O’Sullivan. 
“He’s such a smart guy. We 
knew this could be a TV show.” 

Characters in the town are 
divided into Hicks, Skids and 
Hockey Play¬ 


ers. Two other characters — 
young hockey dudes Wayne 
and Daiyl are always chirping 
at — are played by Dylan Play¬ 
fair (Some Assembly Required) 
and Andrew Herr (Mr. Hockey: 
The Gordie Howe Stoiy). The 
actors also play hockey with 
Keeso and Dales in that Van¬ 
couver beer league. 

Just to make sure it was as 
Canadian — and as small town 
— as possible, the series was 
shot in Sudbury, Ont. 

So, yes, Letterkenny is as 
Canadian as beer smuggled 
into a skating rink. 

“That’s what beer league’s 
all about,” says Keeso. “It’s not 
really about the hockey; it’s 
just about the beers after and 
the room. We’ll have some stor¬ 
ies for the boys after, that’s for

A primer on Navajo Nation 
versus Urban Ouditters 


LAWSUIT 

What you need 
to know about 
the suit, likely 
worth millions 

The Navajo Nation is seeking 
potentially millions of dollars 
from Urban Outfitters Inc. over 
clothing, jewelry and other 
merchandise bearing the 
tribe’s name that the retailer 
has sold. 

The clothing chain asked a 
federal judge in Santa Fe, New 
Mexico, on Wednesday to limit 
how far back in time the tribe 
can go to seek money over the 
company’s products, which in¬ 
cluded everything from neck¬ 
laces, jackets and pants to a 
flask and underwear with the 
“Navajo” name. 

The judge did not issue an 
immediate ruling. 

The tribe’s lawsuit alleging 
trademark violations has been 
working its way through the 
courts for more than three 
years. 

Efforts to settle the case 
featuring two unlikely foes 
have failed as the tribe seeks 
vast sums of money from the 
company that also owns the 
Anthropologie and Free People 
brands. 

Here are things to know 
about the case: 

What is the Navajo 
Nation seeking? 

The Navajo Nation wants rev¬ 
enue from products sold by 
Urban Outfitters and its sub¬ 
sidiaries under the “Navajo” 
name dating back to 2008. The 
actual amount isn’t quanti¬ 
fied in court documents, but 
it could amount to millions 
of dollars. 

On some claims, the tribe 
wants all the profits generated 
from the Navajo-themed sales. 
On others, it wants $1,000 per 


day per item, or three times 
the profit generated by mar¬ 
keting and retail of products 
using the name. 

Urban Outfitters says the 
tribe deserves nothing from 
2008 to when the lawsuit was 
filed, arguing that the com¬ 
pany has been burdened by 
the tribe’s unreasonable delay 
in asserting its alleged rights. 

What is the basis 


of the lawsuit? 

The tribe’s 2012 lawsuit al¬ 
leges violations of federal and 
state trademark laws, includ¬ 
ing the Indian Arts and Crafts 
Act, which makes it illegal to 
sell arts or crafts in a way to 
falsely suggest they’re made 
by American Indians. 

Urban Outfitters says “Nav¬ 
ajo” is a generic term for a 
style or design. The company 
wants a judge to determine 


it hasn’t infringed upon the 
tribe’s rights and to cancel 
the tribe’s federal trademark 
registrations. 

What is the merchandise 
in question?

Urban Outfitters said it started 
using the “Navajo” or “Nav- 
aho” name on its products and

The lawsuit against Urban Out¬ 
fitters is the first such action 
taken by the tribe in U.S. fed¬ 
eral court to assert its trade¬ 
marks. Former Navajo Nation 
Attorney General Harrison 
Tsosie has said the tribe twice 
protested the unauthorized use 
of “Navajo” before it sued and 
sent at least four dozen protest 
letters afterward. 

The tribe relies on its mem¬ 
bers and an agreement with 
a Texas-based company that 
licenses the “Navajo” name 
to monitor use of the term 
and alert the tribal govern¬ 
ment to possible trademark 
infringement. 


What is the Navajo Nation? 

The Navajo Nation refers both 
to the tribal government and to 
the nearly 70,000 square kilo¬ 
metres that make up the tribe’s 
reservation in Arizona, Utah 
and New Mexico — the coun¬ 
try’s largest. About 180,000 
of the 300,000 Navajo tribal 
members live on the reserva¬ 
tion. The tribe’s population is 
second only to the Cherokee 
Nation, the associated press 


in marketing as early as July 
2001, when the fashion trend 
was in full swing. 


Its subsidiaries followed suit, 
with the companies selling 
cuffs, necklaces, jackets, pants, 
a flask and panties, among 
other merchandise.

OPERA DE PARIS 

Black Swan choreographer quits Paris’ premier ballet 


Dancer Benjamin Millepied, 
who choreographed for the 
2010 movie Black Swan and 
is married to its star, Natalie 
Portman, announced Thursday 
he’s stepping down as dance 
director at Paris’ premier bal¬ 
let company. 

Millepied’s efforts to innov¬ 
ate at the storied Opera de Paris 
have met mixed reactions since 
his arrival 15 months ago, and 
French media have reported 
tensions between him and some 


of the company’s star dancers. 

He said in a statement that 
he’s leaving for “personal rea¬ 
sons,” and that his role didn’t 
allow him enough time for “cre¬ 
ation and artistic expression.” 

Millepied, who has also 
danced for New York City Bal¬ 
let and directed films and music 
videos, said he would continue 
to work with the company dur¬ 
ing this season and the next, 
and potentially in the years 
to come. 


In addition to his choreog¬ 
raphy, the 38-year-old French¬ 
man also performed in Black 
Swan, the disturbing stoiy of a 
young woman’s struggle with 
the psychological pressure of 
ballet stardom. 

He sought to leave the Opera 
de Paris on friendly terms, ap¬ 
pearing Thursday at a news 
conference with his successor, 
star dancer Aurelie Dupont, 
and Opera de Paris director 
Stephane Lissner. 


“What’s important for me is 
to create, to be inspired by the 
parts. That’s what motivated 
me in the ballet and today this 
position (the dance director 
position) isn’t for me, it doesn’t 
suit me,” Millepied told a news 
conference. 

Speculation about a possible 
departure surfaced after a re¬ 
cent documentary in which 
Millepied said he still wasn’t 
satisfied with the level of dance. 

In an interview with Le 


Figaro in December, he said 
dancers should have more of a 
sense of entrepreneurship and 
fundraising — a concept foreign 
to many in France’s more trad¬ 
itionally funded cultural world. 

His predecessor, Brigitte 
Lefevre, played down any re¬ 
sistance to his unconvention¬ 
al ideas, saying instead that 
Millepied didn’t have the neces¬ 
sary management experience 
for the job.

IN THE SKILLET 

A little beer 
adds a whole

Big provisions are required to 
watch the big game, and noth¬ 


ing’s more substantial than a 
burger, even in its mini form 
— the shder. 

Indeed, if you plan to serve a 
variety of dishes for the Super 
Bowl, shders are more sensible 
than the full-sized guys. But they 
happen to be a htde trickier to 
cook than a standard-issue bur¬ 
ger. The slider’s size makes it 
tough to put a nice crust on the 
outside while ensuring that it 
doesn’t overcook on the inside. 

First, the sliders need to be 
about 3/4 inch thick, not only 


so they don’t overcook, but so 
you can fit all of them at one 
time into the skillet. 

Second, the skillet needs to 
be large, a 12-incher. If you don’t 
have a skillet that big, use two 
smaller ones and cook six shd¬ 
ers in each. 

And third, whichever skillet 
you use, the oil must be heated 
until it’s almost smoking. At the 
start, you want the burgers to 
sear, not steam, which is what 
will happen if the pan isn’t hot 
enough. 


At first, the sliders will be 
crowded together in the skillet, 
but they’ll shrink dovm as they 
cook, giving off fat and juices in 
the process. You deglaze the pan 
with beer, of course, which min¬ 
gles intimately with the fat and 
juices released by the burgers to 
create a delectable pan sauce. 

You can spoon some of this 
hquid onto the buns before slid¬ 
ing in the burgers, or a more 
extravagant technique: pour the 
sauce into ramekins and invite 
your guests to dunk their sliders 
into it between bites. 

Whatever happens onscreen, 
you’ll be winning at home. 

Beer-Steamed Cheese and 
Mushroom Beef Sliders 

Start to finish: 50 minutes 
Makes 12 sliders 

Ingredients 

• 3 Tbsp vegetable oil, 
divided 

• 1/2 cup finely chopped 
yellow onion 

• 3 ounces mushrooms 
(white, cremini or 
shiitake), finely chopped 

• Kosher salt 

• 2 Tbsp finely chopped 
pitted green ohves 

• 2 Tbsp finely chopped, 
drained, canned green 
chihes 

• 3 ounces shced sharp 
Cheddar cheese, broken 
into 12 equal pieces 

• 11/2 pounds ground beef, 
shaped into 12 shders, 
each about 3/4 inch thick 

• Ground black pepper 

• 1/3 cup beer 

• 12 shder buns 

Directions 

1. In a large (at least 12-inch) 
skillet over medium, heat 1 


tablespoon of the oil. Add the 
onion and cook until golden, 
about 8 minutes. Using a slot¬ 
ted spoon, transfer the onion 
to a bowl. Add another table¬ 
spoon of the oil to the pan, 
the mushrooms and a hefty 
pinch of salt. Cook, stirring 
occasionally, until the hquid 
the mushrooms give off has 
evaporated, about 5 minutes. 
Transfer the mushrooms to 
the bowl with the onion. Re¬ 
serve the skillet. 

2. Add the ohves and chihes to 
the mushroom mixture and 
stir well. Set aside. 

3. Return the skillet to high 
heat. Add the remaining table¬ 
spoon of oil and wait until it is 
almost smoking. Meanwhile, 
season the shders on one side 
with salt and pepper. When 
the oil is hot, add the shders, 
seasoned side down (it will be 
a httie crowded in the pan), 
and cook them until they are 
just browned on the hrst side, 
about 2 minutes. Sprinkle 
the top side of each with salt 
and pepper, turn the shders 
over and cook for another 2 
minutes. 

4. While the shders are 
browning, top each shder with 
a heaping teaspoon of the 
mushroom mixture, dividing 
ah of the mixture among the 
shders, then place a piece of 
cheese on top of each. Quickly 
pour the beer into the pan, ah 
around the shders, cover the 
pan and steam for 2 minutes. 

5. Turn off the heat and let the 
shders sit in the pan for an¬ 
other minute to let the cheese 
melt completely. Spoon some 
of the hquid in the skillet onto 
the tops and bottoms of the 
buns, transfer the shders to 
the buns and serve right away.

Roman pyramid gets a makeover 

Rome's only surviving pyramid from an¬ 
cient times is getting fresh visibility. After a 
Japanese clothing magnate paid for a cleanup, 
archaeologists are eager to show off the 
monument, constructed around 2,000 years 
ago as the burial tomb for a Roman praetor, 
or magistrate, named Caius Cestius.

• Salt and pepper 

• 4 slices of bread 


Directions 

1. In a small bowl, mix avocado 
until smooth. Stir in the lemon 
juice and pieces of basil. 

2 . Toast four slices of bread. 

Spread two slices with avo¬ 
cado mixture. Set aside. 

3. Meanwhile, over medium heat, 
warm a skillet. Add 1 to 2 tsp of 
butter and allow to melt. Crack the 
eggs into the pan and leave until 
whites are nearly cooked then, so 
the yolks don't break, very gently 
flip eggs.
